Last -week the County Commissioners 
paid off a aote of $1500, the last of the 
county's obligations; and the first time in 
many years the count}- does not owe a 
dollar. 


On January 1.1894, the county tax rate 


was 3* mills, and but f3.1o was found in 
the Treasury- 
The outstanding tax 


amounted to $9,143.18, and the county 
debt was $27,317.24- 


Under the present management the tax 


rate has been lowered to 3 mills; the 
county treasure- contains over $5,000; 
the outstanding taxes amount to nearly 
188,000, and the county debt is entirely 
wiped out.
